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End of the bluff 


Now that the EEC has come out in favour of a floor price 
for oil of $7 per barrel, a few aspects of the past two years’ 
acrimonious energy debate come into sharper focus. 

By far the loudest and harshest oratory has been the 
American mania about bringing down the price of oil, a mania 
inevitably coupled in public pronouncements to references to 
Arab oil blackmailers, oil-rich sheikhs or some other such 
colourful connotation. Immediately after the dramatic oil price 
increases of October and November 1973, the Americans — 
particularly Henry Kissinger and William Simon — never pas- 
sed up an opportunity to cajole or threaten the oil producers 
with dire consequences if the price of oil did not come down. 
Henry Kissinger, at one particularly somber moment, was 
wondering aloud about the chances of western civilisation sur- 
viving much past the next meeting of OPEC oil ministers. 

After a year and then two years passed, and the indus- 
trialised nations adjusted to the higher price of oil, there was 
much less talk about attacking -the oil producers and much 
less speculation in the international press about when the world 
would come to an end. In fact, the initial burst was a bluff, and 
now it happens that the world’s industrial nations are interested 
in keeping the price of oil up beyond a level where their huge 
investments in energy sources will bring in a reasonable profit. 
(This brings up the ironic situation where now the world’s 
major oil producers have a significant economic card to play 
if they decide to lower the price of oil.) 

The EEC backing for a crude oil floor price of $7 per barrel 
is primarily aimed at protecting investments in North Sea oil, 
where production costs have skyrocketed way beyond initial 
estimates. The same has happened for Alaska oil, and is parti- 
cularly significant in the industrial states' hopes to draw oil 
from shale rock. If world oil prices hover around the $11 - $12 
per barrel mark, as they do now, it is hopelessly uneconomical 
to invest in shale oil or exotic offshore oil technology. 

What all this means is that the next time the Americans 
or the Europeans or the Japanese or anyone else starts yelling 
about international economic blackmail or mutters vague phra- 
ses about the strangulation of the world’s economies, we should 
ask them to clarify their meanings and intentions. If they are 
acting out of the natural concern for the welfare of civilisation, 
somebody should remind them that there are people in the 
Middle East who are equally concerned about the perpetuation 
of civilisation. 

But if they are simply yelling out because they are slowly 
losing the grip they have enjoyed over the international eco- 
nomic ballgame, perhaps they will slowly come to appreciate 
that cooperation and consultation in this game are far more 
beneficial all around than domination and exploitation. The EEC 
$7 per barrel floor price is a major step in this direction.

"Zionism”, it continued, “has 
always tried to change the na- 
ture of the confrontation from 
its Arab-Zionist conflict to a 
Arab-vs-Arab conflict.” 

“Among such incidents is the 
plan to bring in conflict Jordan 
and the P.L.O. concerning the 
occupied territories,” Al-Ra'i 
said. 

“The Zionists don’t really 
have a good perception of the 
situation since what really mat- 
ters most is not who will ad- 
minister the territories, but an 
elimination of the present oc- 
cupation forces. The debate at 
the U.N. Security Council,” the 
paper concluded, "is the result 
of active Arab efforts in the 
last two years and a show of 


their ability to shoulder their 
responsibilities.” 

Commenting on the conti- 
nuing tragic situation in Leb- 
anon, Ad Dustour Saturday said 
that, “The civil war in Lebanon 
reached a climax of tragedy 
when Lebanese fighter jets be- 
gan to take part.” 

The paper asked whether the 
present situation is moving to- 
wards an end to the fighting 
or towards the time for foreign 
intervention. 

“In any case,” Ad Dustour 
said, “the plot against the Pal- 
estinians in Lebanon has ripen- 
ed, but the Palestinian people 
will have nothing to do with 
it.” 

The paper said that the plot 
"was aimed at making a dram- 
atic change in the Lebanese ci- 
vil war to usurp the Palestin- 
ian success with the UJSf. and 
the whole world but it failed.” 

"What are the Arabs going 
to do to end the treacherous 
plot before it is too late? the 
paper asked. 

Cairo papers Thursday were 
calling for unified Arab action 
to end the Lebanese crisis. 

The mass circulation news- 
paper Al-Akhbar in an editorial 
said that <( the Arab countries 
can no longer remain idle ab- 
out the Lebanese problem, con- 
fining themselves to expres- 
sions of sorrow, astonishment 
and denunciation over the kill- 
ing and destruction going on 
there.”

Imported goods 
increase through 
Aqaba port 

AMMAN, (JNA). - Aqaba Port 
last year witnessed a substan- 
tial increase in the number of 
ships and the volume of im- 
ported goods. 

During that year 516 ships 
had docked at Aqaba and the 
volume of imported commodi- 
ties amounted to 682,795 tons 
against 299 ships and 368,423 
tons of imported goods in the 
previous year. 

The Director of the Aqaba

The bridges leading north 
across the Beirut River were 
still closed by Moslem fire from 
the Quarantina quarter this 
morning. Christian militia hea- 


vily shelled the quarter, setting 
a dozen wooden houses on fire. 

Beirut airport remained clos- 
ed for an indefinite period of 
time. 

Army troops at the transmit- 
ting station of Radio Orient, 
Lebanon’s main communica- 
tions link with the outside 
world, exchanged fire with 
left-wing gunmen early today, 
a Radio Orient official said. 

The official said the station, 


was working normally despite 
the shooting. 

The clandestine Phalangist 
radio station The Voice of Le- 
banon began broadcasting again 
today for the second time since 
the civil conflict began nine 
months ago. 

In its opening broadcast, the 
Christian station said it had 
gone on the air again in order 
to “inform the population of 
the situation.”

He stressed the need for 
changes in the world system of 
finance and exchange to block 

the present automatic flow of 
wealth from the poor to the 
rich. 

President Ahmed later spe- 
aking at a banquet for Mr Nye- 
rere said that India was “deep- 
ly” concerned at the continu- 
ing strife and bloodshed in An- 
gola. He condemned South Af- 
rican intervention in the for- 
mer Portuguese colony. 

Mr Ahmed also declared 
India’s continued commitment 
to "Africa’s ceaseless struggle 
for full emancipation and dig- 
nity.” 

President Nyerere said India 
and Tanzania had the same ba- 
sic attitudes on non-alignment, 
exclusion of big power bases 
from the Indian Ocean, anti- 
colonialism and on the aparth- 
eid policy of South Africa.
